ers remained cordial. Of more im-| 
portance was the specific statement 











that the alliance with Great Britain 
was firmer than ever and that 
friendship with Russia had ripened 
into intimacy. The Convention 
between Japan and Russia, he 
declared, principally aimed at the 
maintenance of peace in Man- 
churia ;* it may be remarked in 
passing that this appears to have 
been the only reference made to 
Manchuria, although some indica- 
tion of Japan’s view of the persist- 
ent Chinese agitation for the 
preservation of the rights that 
China still nominally retains and 
the recovery of those already wrang 











from her, would have been interest- 
ing. The annexation of Korea 
was once more justified on the 
ground that it was necessary for 
the permanent peace of the Pen- 
insula and Asia generally. In re- 
‘gard to the tariff Count Komura laid 
emphasis on the fact that the main 
object had been to recover tariff 
autonomy. Negotiations in that 
connexion were proceeding satis- 
factorily. These vague generaliza- 
tions did not satisfy the House and 
a member of the Seiyukai, the 
party whose support maintains 
the Ministry in power, insisted 
upon more specific information. 
Count Komura then made the’ 
definite and highly important an- 
nouncement that Japan would not 
acquiesce in the British demands 
for a reduction of the tariff “to 
such an extent as to impair Japan’s 
autonomy in fixing the rates.” If 
the meaning of that statement is 
that which it apparently bears, in 
view of the frequently affirmed 
definition of tariff autonomy as 
absolute freedom, then all hope of 
fa satisfactory arrangement between 
Great Britain and Japan would be 
‘at an end. There appears, however, 
to be some reason to suppose that 
other members of the ‘Ma ry are 
not $0 irreconcilable on this subject 
as Count Komura, and that Japan 
will be saved from losing the sub- 
tance of British moral and material 
support by grasping at the shadow 
of tariff autonomy. 

Many will feel that there is 
something lacking in this exposition 
of Japan's policy. As we have 
said, it is the duty of statesmen to 
preserve reticence when it is to the 
national interest, but there are 
occasions when a nation’s major 
interests are best served by volan- 
tarily explaining her aims 
ambitions. It would be futile 
to pretend that there is nota lurking 
suspicion in regard to Japan’s 
intentions in Manchuria and the 
Korean insula, even among 
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those who are most anxious to 
credit her with good intentions. 
The enlightened Viceroy of Man- 
cburia has sent repeated warnings 





to Peking in regard to an unspeci- 
fied, but perfectly well understood, 
danger that, he believes, bangs over 
the three eastern provinces. A 
seemingly unnecessary augmenta- 
tion of the Japanese military forces 
in Korea and a proposal, brought 
forward according to popular belief 
by the Japanese Minister for War, 
for the widening of the trunk rail- 
way in Japan, have given rise to 
the fear that Japan has in 
view a military adventure on a 
large scale. The determination that 
the Governor-General of Korea 
shall be a military officer and the 
practial abandonment of Port 
Arthuras a naval base are pointed to 
as minor evidences that Japan does 
not contemplate any movement 
against a Power whose sea force 
have to be considered. The extre- 
mely moderate naval programme 
that Japan has adopted, though 
reassuring from one point of view, 
in another can be constried into a 
proof that sho feels that her next 
trial of strength will be entirely 
‘on the land. It is a traism that 
suspicion makes its own proofs. A 
suspicious mind finds in the most 
innocent actions ground for belist 
that suspicion is truly based. As 
Japan ill, by the ‘admission of 
Marquis Katsura himself, a com- 
parative new-comer among the 
nations, it would seem to be to her 
enduring interest to placate foreign 
opinion and allay suspicion when 
it can be done without loss of 
national pride or prestige. It cer- 
tainly cannot be most conducive to 
Japan’s welfare to allow sentiments 
of admiration and esteem to be dis- 
placed by ill-defined but. very real 
suspicion and apprehension, when 
by a spontaneous and definite 
pronouncement her statesmen could 
demonstrate the lack of neces- 
sity for either. A frank and 
clear-cut statement in regard to 
her continental policy, could, 
if Japan harbours no ulterior 
designs, do her not the slightest 
harm, while it would rel ‘hina 
of anxiety and other countries inte- 
rested in the Far East of doubt.

A LIBEL ON THE KING. 


A SENSATIONAL TRIAL. 

London vid Bombay, Feb. 2. 

Edward Myliue was sentenced at 
the Central “Criminal Court, by 
the Lord Chief Justice, to twelve 
months’ imprisonment for libelling 
King George, in the newspaper “The 
Liberator.” The libel consisted 
of a statement that the King’s 
marriage with Queen Mary was a 
sham, a shameful and bigamons 
union, and an offence against the 
Church.

DETAILS OF THE TRIAL. 
London, Feb. 2.

Simon. There was tremendous 
public interest anda great array of 
Counsel. 

Defendant at the outset demand- 
ed the attendance of the King. The 
Chief Justice replied, “ His Majesty 
cannot be summoned here.” 

Sir Rufus Isaacs laid emphasis 
on the fact that no complaint was 
made against the Republican senti- 
ments of the defendant, but the 
charge against the King was re- 
peated in three articles, 

Sir Rufus called Admiral Sir 
Michael Culme-Seymour, who 
denied the story. The King, he 
said, was not at Malta at all when 
his | (Admiral Culme-Seymour’s) 
daughter was there. 

The Chief Justice impressively 
addressing the defendant said :— 
“Every honourable man and 
woman would recoil with shame 
from the use of such weapons.

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MARITIME WAR. 


January 28. 

‘Tae outcry being raised in Lon- 
don against the ratification of the 
famous Declaration that takes its 
name from the capital city of the 
Empire cannot be disregarded as a 
mere party protest. Although it is 
suggested in the telegram on this 
subject published on Wednesday 
that the agitation was begun by 
the Unionist organs, it will prob- 
ably be found that the objectors to 
ratification comprise an even more 


comprehensive body of British 
opinion. Nor is the agitation sur- 
rising. Great Britain has for so 


long held the supremacy of the sea 
that it has appeared to her that, if 
she were not to be a law to herself in 
connexion with naval warfare, she 
should take especial care to prevent 
any of the powers that supremacy 
gave her from being weakened by 
concessions, for which no compen- 
sating return could possibly be 
given. Approaching the matter 
in this spirit in 1874, the British 
Government sbeolataly: ssteoed to 
admit the right of any International 
Conference even to discuss the ques- 
tion of naval war. At the first Hague 
Conference in 1899, « code of law 
‘and customs of land war was drawn 
up, bat a naval code was not at- 
tempted. ‘Tho second Hague Con- 
ference, held in 1907, adopted a 
vow inviting the Powers, pending 
the adoption of special regulations, 
to apply as far as possible to naval 
warfare the principles of the con- 
vention adopted at the conference 
in 1899 regurding land wars. A 
convention for the establishment 
of an International Prize Court 
of Appeal was also adopted, bat as 
was pertinently pointed out at the 
time, the agreement tbat such a 
Court should be established was of 
little value, as there were no univer- 
sally recognized laws of maritime 
warfare upon which such a tribunal 
could base its decisions. However, 
Great Britain was one of the thirty-' 
seven Powers who favoured the 
establishment of the Court, and 
having gone so far, it was only 
logical that she should take steps 
to endeavour to arrange with the 
other principal sea Powers a funda- 
mental code for the rej mn of 
maritime warfare. With this end 
in view Great Britain invited re- 
presentatives of other Fowers to a 
Naval Conference in London in 
December, 1908. 

At the Hague (onferences, which 
necessarily had no basic constitution, 
—as occurs elsewhere when circum-_ 
stances prevent a common-sense ar- 
rangement—inconsequential States, 
had for the occasion as much weight 
as the Great Powers. At the 





Naval Conference in London, how- 
ever, practically only the Powers 
of real maritime importance were 
represented. At that historic as- 
semblage were found representatives 
of the Triple Alliance, the Triple 
Entente, the United States, Japan, 
Spain and Holland. The Confer- 
ence sat for about two months and 
succeeded in arriving at an 
ment of a highly important char- 
acter, which, however, still awaits 
ratification. In regard to the 
blockade of belligerent ports it was 
agreed to restrict considerably the 
rights of the blockaders in regard to 
neutral vessels. The latter were 
to be permitted a surprising amount 
of freedom. The definition of con- 
traband was extended to embrace 
food-stuffs, A question of some 
local interest in view of events 
during the Russo-Japaneso War, 
that was provisionally settled, was 
in reference to neutral prizes. If 
to send such prizes to port would 
involve danger to the men-of-war 
engaged, it was agreed that they 
could be destroyed. Another de- 
cision of importance was that 
neutral vessels escorted by a convoy 
should be exempted from search. 
‘A farther recognition to the rights 
of neutrals was the definite declara- 
tion that compensation should be 
given, if neutral vessels were seized 
upon suspicion that was subsequently 
proved to be unfounded. In thi: 
connexion it was provided that, if a 
belligerent vessel were transferred 
to a neutral flag before the outbreak 
of war, the onus of proof that the 
transfer was not bond fide was upon 
the captor, but that if the transfer 
were made after the beginning of 
war the proof of bona fides was 
obligatory upon the owners of the 
captured vessel. Other minor 
matters are embraced in the De- 
claration, but those to which refer- 
ence has been made are the 
questions upon which the present 
agitation, in all probability, turns. 

‘To realize the better the magni- 
tude of the concessions made by 
Great Britain in the Declaration of 
London it is necessary to study the! 
instructions given to the British 
Plenipotentiaries who attended the 
Second Hague Conference. In 
these instructions, which set ont i 
a definite form Great Britain's 
settled views in regard to maritime 
war, the Pleni itiaries were told

that “ His ty’s Government 
cannot authorize you to to 
any Resolution which would 


diminish the effective means which 
the navy has of bringing pressure 
to bear upon an enemy.” Specifi- 
cally, the British representatives 





were instructed to oppose any

Britain asa naval, and nota military, 
power. On the question of con- 
traband it was clearly laid down 
that food-stuffs “destined for places 
other than beleaguered fortresses” 
should not be considered as con- 
traband, and the Plenipotentiaries 
were specially instructed to main- 
tain this principle. The justifica- 





agree-|tion for attaching especial im- 


portance to this question of 
contraband is given in the following 
terms: “It is essential to the 
interest of Great Britain that every 
effective measure necessary to 
Protect the importation of food 
supplies and raw materials for 
peaceful industries should be ac- 
companied by all the sanctions 
which the law of nations can 
supply.” With reference to neutral 
prizes the Plenipotentiaries were 
counselled to uphold the doctrine 
that British prize courts had 
maintained for 200 years, namely 
that neutral prizes that could 
not be brought in for adjudica- 
tion should be released, not 
destroyed. It will be seen that by 
the Declaration of London Great 
Britain has abandoned practically 
all the principles that were held to 
be of primary importance in 1907. 
There is then little room for surprise 
that opposition to ratification is 





increasing, and it would scarcely 
be hazardous to venture the belief 
that, unless extensive modifications 
are made, Great Britain will decide 
in favour of the perpetuation of 
incertitude which gives ber un- 
tramelled power, rather than the 
institution of definite regulations 
which would not only diminish her 
dofensive and offensive powers, but 
which might lead to her destruction. 












THE CHINESE 
NEW YEAR. 


January 30. 

Carna’s New Year is not being 
ushered in under the happiest aus- 
pices. An insidious foe, hailing 
from the danger quarter of the 
compass, has penetrated the first 
line of her defences. Her salvation 
lies in speedy organization, but the 
nation’s capacity in this direction 
has yet to be displayed. Unpre- 
paredness baulks her at the start; 
Scylla and Charybdis in the form 
of apathy and panic have to be 
avoided on the way. As far as 
Chinese officialdom has shown its 
hand, however, the indications are 
moderately favourable. In Mukden, 
the capital city of the plaguo- 
infected province, our correspon- 
dent has borne willing testimony to 
the wisdom and thoroughness of 
the measures adopted by the local 
government. The first step appears 
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to have been to place a competent 
foreign doctor in charge of the 
campaign against plague an 

have given him a free hand. With- 
out the whole-hearted support of 
the Chinese executive, however, be 
would not have: been able to effect 
much, and Viceroy Hei Liang 
deserves no little commendation for 
‘setting such an admirable example 
of deriving the utmost benefit from 
the foreign co-operation that is 
always at China’s disposal, if she will 
bring herself to requisition it. It 
is to be hoped that success will 


attend the efforts of the Mukden| there 


authorities to combat plague and 
then to keep it at a distance from 
the city, ‘The task is no light one, 
and we learn with rej that 
yet snother foreign helper has 
fallen a victim to plague. 
Chinese conditions of life render a 
large section of the population 
permanent bedfellows with squalor 
d the germs of disease, and to 
stamp out the latter, it would be 
almost necessary in the straitened 
circumstances of the national and 
provincial treasuries to stamp out 
the people themselves. In the 
course of a few months man’s un- 
equal effort will happily be sided 
by nature. Then, although a com- 
plete break with the old traditions’ 
of dirt and congestion cannot be 
expected, we may hope to find that 
at Teast fn the chief centres more 
onlightoned ideas of public hygiene 
‘and sanitation will prevail and that 
much ge-d for China will ensue 
from { » present 
In the meantime 
Government has given a welcome 
display of practical activity. We 
do not hold with those who would 
denounce all precautionary steps as 
panic-mongering. The effects of 
plague, when once it has established 
its hold among population as 
congested as the Chinose, are too 
terrible to justify half-measures 
at the outset. Only by the most 
drastic regulations at the earliest 
stage of the visitation or before the 
threatened scourge has node its 
appearance can a community hope 
hy escape lightly. If, then, the 
Legation Quarter in Peking is of 
opinion that circumstances are 
against the Chinese in their en- 
deavour to keep the capital free 
from plague, it is justified in 
cutting itself off frem the rest of 
the city. It is but carrying out to 
‘8 logical conclusion the principles 
of quarantine and isolation with 
which plague is combated every- 
where. Far from embarrassing the 
Chinese authorities, tho action 
serves to circumscribe their res- 
ponsibilities, and it is reasonable to 
suppose that it will be interpreted 
them in this light. The: 
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Government, as has been already 
indicated, is alive to the seriousness 
of the situation. Organization of 
the kind required is foreign to its’ 
traditions, but strenuous efforts are 
being made to remedy deficiencies 
‘The material at its disposal is poor; 
but as in the case of Mukden there 
is the tacit recognition that the 
foreigner is invaluable at this junc- 
tare. It is this aspect of the present| 
situation that justifies an extended 
réference to the plague at the turn 
of the Chinese year. Gloomy as the 
prospects appear in many respecte, 
is some ground for hope that 
the repented occasions for co-opera- 
tion between Chinese and foreigners 
—in the matter of famine reliefand, 
of greater moment still, in this 
grim straggle against plague—will 
eventually bear froit. As there 
can be no doubt that in such 
‘co-operation, which has proved 
effective in the case of oth 
countries, the way of Chin 
salvation lies, no excuse is needed 
for laying stress on present indic- 
ations. 
TE the co-operation that has been 
called into existence for plague 
purposes could be ded as a 

















permanent factor in China’s transi- 
tion, the Future could be awaited in 
quiet confidence. Possibly, how- 
ever, it is that single swallow 
from which the presence of summer 
is not always to be inferred. For 
this. day and for several others 
Obinese sang froid is likely to assert 
itself, and not even plague in the 
north nor the prospect of “settling 
day” embarrassments, fortunately 
not as serious as originally feared, 
will be allowed to interfere with 
the traditional routine. Day and 
night must be given over to the 
ult of noise and the prescribed 
formalities. It would be an unwise 
legislator who would seek to alter 
tho unwritten rules and regulations 
that govern the Chinese New Year. 
A curtailment of the interruption 
of the ordinary course of the 
nation’s life will come in the pro- 
cess of evolution ; but, for the rest, 
it is well that at least once a year 
the spirit of universal goodwill 
should prevail and the people have 
respite from the unending steuggle 
for existence. Even the custom of 
making gifts has greater sanctity 
and wideness of application than 
Chinese tradition can give it, It 
is, indeed, world-wide; and whether 
Hthe gift’ has to be regarded as 
tribute, tex or bribe, usage has 
now hallowed this seasonal tipping. 
I£ we read the signs of the times 
aright, China is now passing 
through a stage familiar to other 
countries a few hundred years ago. 
New Yesr gifts in the Roman 
world were primarily from client

to patron, and in this 





form the 
custom spread to later ages, until 
“patrons” become synonymous 
with the official world and “clients” 


with the laymen Gifts between 
‘these would be franght with special 
significance, and were, indeed, in 
the middle ages the vogue, until the 
‘State took cognizance of them and, 
fidding that they entailed a loss of 
national revenue, sought to sub- 
stitute the tax for the bribe. Thus 
the “compliments” of the season 
acquired an abstract significance in 
the place of the once concrete form. 
Throngh this stage they are now 
passing in Chine, and. though in 
itself a small detail, the process 
may yet bo hailed asa sign that 
gives promise of the national 
uplifting. 


THE PLAGUE. 
February 2. 

Tae interval in the publication 
of the world’s news due to the 
Chinese New-Year holidays has, 
unfortunately, brought no reassuring 
intelligence regarding the plague in 
the North. On the contrary wo 
have to record the decision of the 
German Government not to allow 
the Crown Prince to come farther 
East than Calcutta, a decision that, 
it is clear, would not have been 
taken, unless those whose duty it 
is to keep the authorities in Ber- 
lin informed of conditions in the 
Far Bast had regarded the situa- 
tion as most serious. It has to be 
remembered that the news of the 
plague now reaching us comes from 
the chief cities in the North, which 
were the first to be attacked. In 
these the presence of foreigners, 
with or without territorial jurisdic- 
tion, has led to more or less strenu- 
ous measnres being adopted to 
combat the epidemic. Each town, 
however, has thought only of its 
own interests, and the most active 
steps have had no other end in view 
than to stamp ont the plague in its 
midst or to keep it at a distance. 
The inevitable exodus of Chineso 
residents, provided they did not 
seek transport ion the railway, bas 
been allowed to take place un- 
checked; and it is safe to infer that 
hundreds and thousands who have 
already been in contact with the 
disease have made their way to 
villages in the interior. Hore the 
will be beyond the reach of all 
“plague measures,” and the opi- 
demic, if once started, is likely to 
run its course with grim virulence. 
In such circumstances there could 
be no justification for allowing the 
heir apparent to the German Throne 
to pass through the infected re- 























glons, nor, indeed, to add by his 
presence in Peking or elsowhere to 
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the responsibilities of his hosts, who 
will bo already gravely exercised in 
mind by the plague menace. The 
disappointment in the Far East will 
be excessive, but with the sympathy 
that will go out to the German 
communities we would link the 
consoling reflexion that the tour 
thus interrupted can only be re- 
garded as postponed and that next 
year can hardly fail to see the 
Crown Prince in China and Japan. 

‘Nothing is easier than a glib use 
of the word “ panic ” in commenting 
‘upon measures adopted as a precau- 
tion against plague. The term can- 
not be too strongly deprecated, and 
it would be folly for any community 
to be deterred by the fear of ill-ad- 
vised taunts from adequate plague 
regulations. If the authorities at 
Kohailar and Mancharia Station had 
been possessed by the panic that 
spells preoautionary measures, 
China might have been spared its 
present troubles. It is, therefore, 
satisfactory to find that districts 
which aro happily not yet affected 
by the plague are taking steps to 
confine it within certain natural 
boundaries. Thus the Governor of 
Shantang bas beon asked to place a 
military cordon on the north side 
of the Yellow River and to impose 
strict quarantine regulations for all 
traffic attempting to pass south- 
wards. It would be well if such 
regulations were enforced the whole 
Tength of the Huangho from the 
houndary between Shensi and 
Shansi, and if steps could be taken 
to extend a patrol, similar to that 
which guards the German territory 
of Kinochon, to the Bay of Laichou, 
‘40 as to cut off the area that has 
been infected through the port of 
Chefoo. The experience of Man- 
churia shows that it is not enough 
to leave each town to cope with the 
disease in its midst. Any measures 
that it may adopt have a tendency 
to spread the epidemic to the coun- 
try round about, and thus to estab- 
lish a chain of links by which the 
plague is rapidly conveyed through 
Pit the country. Railway com- 
munication was clearly not stopped 
in time, and it is to be feared that 
if Chinese passenger traffic is to be 
resumed after a short quarantine, 
the movement of contact cases may 
be resuscitated. I quarantine is 
carried out too promiscuously, if 
new comers to a station are placed 
with those who are nearing the end 
of their period of detention, the 
latter may have become ‘contacts’ 
before they leave. Onerous as the 
burden mast undoubtedly prove to 
the railway administrations, it may 
be doubted whether any other plan 
than the absolute stoppage of all 
Chineso trafic will prove more 
economical in the end. 














‘None too soon the port of Shang- 
hai has decided to take more 
adequate precautions against the 
plague in the North. Existing 
regulations provide only for the 
inspection and detention of infected 
or suspected vessels ; in other words 
‘a vessel must be given pratique, 
unless there is a case of suspicious 
illness on board. On Tuesday the 
Consular Body gave its consent 
to two supplementary regulations 
submitted by the harbour authori- 
ties, and at the same time decided 
to summon for Monday next. joint 
‘conference of representatives of the 
Consular Body, the Taotai, the 
Customs, Municipal Council, the 
Freneh Settlement and the Shang- 
bai General Chamber of Commerce 
to discuss the desirability of adopt- 
ing farther measures to guard 
against the introduction of plague. 
There can be no doubt that such ac- 
tion will accord with the good sense 
of the community. From to-day 
Shanghai imposes quarantine upon 
all vessels arriving from Tairen 
(Dalny) and Chefoo. The mails 
will be passed without undue delay, 
but the ships and passengers will 
be detained at Woosung until the 
sixth day from the date of leaving 
the infected port. After receiving 

ratique these same vessels will 

we to anchor in mid-stream and 
discharge their cargo in lighters. 
‘These regulations can only te re. 
garded as imposing the minimum 
restrictions required in view of the 
danger threatening the port. It 
will still be possible, in spite of 
ordinary precentions such as rat 
guards, for infected rats to reach 
the banks by means of the lighters, 
and the only effective method of 
minimizing the danger would be the 
thorough fumigation of both ships 
and lighters, and also cargo. Not 
only is Shanghai threatened directly 
by the shipping from infected ports, 
but it is possible that while condi- 
tions locally may not be favourable 
to an outbreak of plague, cargo or 
Chinese passengers may be 
through to the surrounding districts 


where conditions are particularly | F. 


favourable. As will be learned 
from a letter received from Nan- 
king, which we publish in another 
column, the state of that city is 
such that an outbreak of plague 
would find every encouragement. 
It is probable that Chinkiang and 
the neigabourhood are not more 
fortunately situated. If then, 


plague broke out in either of those | bai 


contres, Shanghai's claim to immu- 
nity would be far more 
severely than it has been hitherto. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
the port will submit to the most 
drastic*regulations in its determina- 
tion to remain free from plague.

Sir 
Pelham Warren's reputation, however, 
has been built up no less upon the 
shrewd and capable performance of his 
official duties than upon the social side 
of the Consnlate-Geners! during his 
tenure of office.

THE RIOT IN 
HANKOW. 





Hankow, Jan, 22, 
Hankow bas been given up to 
day of rioting. It appears that on 
Saturday afternoon, Inspector Scott, 
of the British “Municipal Police, 
found a Chineso in the British 
Concession nearly dead, and bed bim 
taken ins ricsha to the surgery of 
the leading doctor of the city, by which 
time life was extinct, The body 
bore no evidence of violence, and the 
medical view was that only by  post- 
mortem examination could definite proof 

of the cause of death be ascertained: 
and this, of course, would not be 
allowed by the Obinese, The Chinese 











version of the affair was that the| 
Enropean inspector was ran into by the 
fcoolie, that he kicked him in the spleen 
and that the man fell at his feet— 
soffering, as is usaal, with an enlarged 
spleen. 


Thos a riot was started. At dawn 
‘this morning the ricsbamen who 
engaged ricehas from the same depot 
jas that from which the dead coolie| 
‘sed to get his, surrounded the place, 
preventing any ricsbas from going on 
the street, and then set to work to drive’ 
the police from their beat, in which they, 
‘were successful. They then stoned the 
police station, and rumours spread with 
alarming rapidity, with the result that’ 
by eight in the morning eome twenty 
thousand people were stoning the prin- 
cipal places in the concession, Every 
man who could be spared from the 
‘Thistle, which was lying in the river, 
was brought ashore, as well as two! 
Maxim guns and s good deal of gear ; 
then the Jaguar, the German gunboat, 
sent ashore a contingent, These naval 
leontingents were augmented by the 
local volanteers and almost every 
Enropesn in the city who would accept} 


arms. 

‘Throogboat the day the wildest 
excitement prevailed. ‘The defending 
forovs charged and re-charged the 
mob at all angles, and many men 
wore captared and pat in irons. 
Several of the shops on the main 
basiness street dividing the native city 
from the British Concession were looted,

‘the Bund were bom! with missiles, 
trees were pulled up, mach of the 
ornamentation on the Band in various 
concessions was destroyed, snd all the 
sympathies of the crowds were with the 
Chinese version of the story. 

‘The Naval authorities refrained from 
firing as long as they could, but at last 
they opened fire, and during the day 
there were about s score of Chinese on 
the death-roll and several were wounded. 
Considerable uneasiness was felt owing 
to the fact that the troops at Wuchang, 
across the river, which were telegraphed 
for early in the morning, did not put in 
an appearance until well on towards 
sundown, and as I write they have not 
turned op in any large number. 

At one time during the day there 
must have been thirty thousand people 
oa the Band, stretching from the| 
Castoms, which was partly wrecked, 
right away to the offices of Meserr. 
dine, Matheson and Co., Ld., which 
was continually pelted with stones and 
other missiles. 

‘It was felt that the troops available 
from the men-ol-war were not sufficient 
‘to barricade the various concessions, 
‘and although small contingents were! 
placed at the various rosds leading into 
the British Concession, the mob could) 
not be kept back. The Volunteer! 
Corps, apart from the smallness of! 
their number, showed that drill was 
necessary for them to gain discipline, 
and they will need a good deal more 
organization, before they will be able to 
hold the Concession against the howling 
mobs which congregated from all 
quarters to-day. In Wacbeng, Han- 
yang and Hankow there is « population 
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of something like two and a half million, 
‘and the lesson Hankow is learning now 
is that a distinct need exists for a ms 
of-war to be always present in the 
river outside the city, Since the 
Changsha Riots last spring, it in 
‘understood that an international agree- 
ment bas been arrived at whereby 
Hankow is Me always able to call 
upon ® gunboat in case of 7 
As I write there still continnes the 
wildest excitement, several of the 
leading roads of the Concession are 
packed with Chinese and they declare

The following account, dated January 
23, bas been received from = private 
correspondent :— 

A rather serious riot occurred here yea 
terday. On Saturday at about 4 p. 
riesha coolie was found lying in his ricsha 
inavery bad tate. The Police Inspector 
‘on daty had him conveyed to the police 
station and a doctor ent for, as he 
feared that the man might be suffering 
from plague, When the doctor arrived 
the man was dead. It was ascertained 
thet be had not been suffering from 
plague. ‘The body was examined also 
by the Chinese Magistrate and the 
Britich Coneul-General and no marks 
of violence were discovered. 

In spite of this the natives started 
the report that the foreign Inspector had 
kicked the man and so cansed his death, 
and began rioting and insulting for 
eigners, The Volanteers were promptly 
called out, and this saved 
the settlement from destruction.

Shortly afterwards, British blaejackets 
and marines came on the scene and were 
stationed at the southern end of the 
Bund. At 1 p.m, the Tsotai came and 
requested that they should be shifted 
forther up the Bund, guaranteeing the 
safety of lives and property. The re- 
quest was acceded to, unfortunately as 
it proved, as no sooner did the blae- 
eta and marines retire than the mob 
ined courage and, shouting like de- 
mons, restarted the fusillade of stones. 
On this occasion the Taotai was hit and 
badly wounded in the head. His 
soldiers were absolutely useless. The 
‘mob directed its attention to the Har- 
bour Master's private house and smash- 
ed nearly every window in the front 
portion of the building. Everything 
that they could lay their bands on in 
the front and back garden was destroy- 
ed or stolen. It was when an attack 
was being made on Mesars, Jardine, 
Matheson & o's premises that the 
sailors were ordered to advance. The 
mob slowly retreated, fighting as they 
went, They knocked. two blacjsckets 
down and would have stoned ti 
death bad not the officer in command 
given the order to fire. A dozen of the 
rioters fell and this awed the mob, which 
disappeared in the twinkling of an eye. 
No more stones were thrown. 

Native foreign-drilled troops were 
shortly afterwards posted on the Band. 
British and German blocjackets snd 
marines patrolled the settlement last 
night and so far there bas been no 
farther trouble, The Chinese officials 
fare trying to preserve order. 




















A RECRUDESDENCE, 

‘The following is from the “ Hankow 
Daily News” of January 24 :—Yester- 
day everything} looked'-as peacefal as 
could be until about ten a.m, when 
news was brought from the Ra-eisn 
concession that a slight recradescence 
of rioting had ocearred, Two ricshas 
and some of the Bund seats had been 
thrown over on to the foreshore, while 
at the same time it was learned that the 
Chinese troops at the Tschimen bad 
been stoned. 

Both disturbances were promptly 
quelled and the police and Chinese 
soldiery were left in charge of affairs 
while the Volunteers were withdrawn to 
their head-quarters, 

‘The Banks had opened at 10 a.m. 
but at 11 they losed their doors, 
mbile none of the foreiga shops opened 
at all. 

Daring the day frequent visits by the 
Chinese officials military and otherwise, 
were made to the British Consulate, 
but so far no settlement of the case has 
transpired. 

‘The afternoon wore away quietly, the 
Bund, however, being crowded with Chi- 
nese who were evidently only sight- 
seers, The cargo coolies were plying 
their trade and a very large aumber of 
riceha coolies hed returned to work.

The dead bodies in Ashibo and Hulanho, 
ss in nearly all northern towns, are 
rarely buried in winter, Many are 
never buried at all, locally, but wait for 
several years, and are then packed in 
small boxes, and sent to the ancestral 
homes, which as the people are nearly 
all from Shantung and Chibli, means 
long journey. This winter, in these 
north Paes, towns, there is no 
attempt to bury even plague oases, at 
leaat so reliable reports state, and in the 
spring the rats will have their usual 
fesse, rom the cheaper coffins at any 


Makden city shows what can be 
done with intelligent officials in charge, 
who are willing to be guided by those 
who can help them. Some up-country 
towne, such as Kaiyaan, have excellent 
men, who almost single-banded, are do- 
ingall thatis possible, Sucb magistrates 
should be noted for substantial rewards. 
It is hard on the few good towns when 
other places are so badly managed, 
The robbers in Kirin Province, always

‘The International Committee is doing 
ite utmost, and Dr. Galowsen does not 
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spare himself in-the way of taking pre- 
cautionary measures, We should like 
to seo more done by the Taotai, who 
endeavours rather to beguile us with 
the incredible statement that there aro 
no fartber-cases. 

‘As the Chinese are retarning to 
their homes in large numbers from 
Manchuria, to partioipate io the New 
Year's feotivities, serious danger may 
bo spprebended, und the weak part of 
the quarantine measures coems to bé 
that reepectably dressed Chinese are 
permitted to enter without detention, 
only the poorer type of passenger being 
quarantined.

be allowed to be berthed slongside 
any wharf. She mast liein mid-stream 
and discharge her cargo in lighters 
daring the hours of daylight and with 
reasonable provision made to prevent 
the passage of rats from the ship to 
the lighters, 























NANKINO, 

A private letter from Nanking 
reports that in that city there are 
certainly at least 50,000 refogees in a 
fearfal condition, without food or 
clothing, sleeping in inches of mad and 
water on swampy land ontside the gates. 

The outbreak of an epidemic is feared 
and a Committee bas been formed to 
take some definite action to secare fands 
for reljef work. It  sooms most 
important that people sbonld not only 
be rolioved in some way, but also that 
they should be segregated in order 
that plague can be prevented, The 
condition is serious and a menace to 
Ghanghai as well as Nanking.

THE DEATH OF ADMIRAL OUEBLER, 
‘The news that Admiral Giibler, of 
Far Eastern Sqasdron, 
of typhoid fever in the Peak 
Hospital early on Saturday morning 
came as a great shock to the communi 
‘The Admiral went in to the hospital 
just before Christmas for the treatment 
of © serious injury to the foot. Less 
than a week ago the patient was found 
to bave a bigh fever, and it was only on 
‘Thursday that the natare of the illness 
was revealed by internal homorrhage. 
On Friday this became very severe and 
the gallant Admiral peacefally expi 
whilst aslosp at 7 o'clock on Saturday 
morning. It may be mentioned tbat) 
the Peak Hospital is « private instita- 
tion. The members of the local Ger- 
man firm of medical practitioners had 
charge of the case, and orderlies did 
most of the nursing. How the disease 
originated is unknown. In accordance 
with instractions from Germany the 
body was embalmed and is being con- 
veyed home for interment, The 
Admiral who was fifty-one years of age, 
was a widower. He lost his wife in 
‘Tokio ten years ago when he was Naval 
‘Attaché in the Japanese Capital. Hi 
mother is still alive, Yesterday the

vate, bat no secret is made of the 
failare of the Conference to come to 
any agreement. It will be » sad pity 
if ase consequence the improvement 
cannot be effected in time. A nobl 
archway bas been constructed st 
‘Trafalgar Square end of the Mall, with 
the extension of the Admiralty build- 
ings above it ; but it is half concealed 
from the Square by projectings and 
ruins of buildings, and if these are not 
cleared away it will be inadvisable, if 
‘not impossible, to use the whole of the 
Mall, » “processional way" as it is 
































sometimes called, for the Coronation 
procession. ‘The Mall itself, being in 
the Royal park, is a matter for 
the Government alone, and has 
always been acknowledged to be such; 
bat outside the arch the Government 
disclaims: aoy liability and maintains 
that it is for the local sthorities to 
complete the improvement. On the 
other hand .the County Coancil an 











‘Westminster City Council, though will- 
ing to contribute each a third of the 
‘cost, maintain that the improvement is 
essentially part of the work which has 
been undertaken by the Government in 
connexion with the memorial to Queen 
Victoria, to which in sume measure a 
memorisl of King Edward VII is now 
added. They contend that as s mere 
street improvement, as facilitatin 
traffic, the completion of the Mall wil 
of little if any value, and that the 
work is of» national more than of 
local character. London and West- 
minster are prepared to do their part, 
‘and the nation as a whole should do its 
part. There is much to be said for this 
view, but whoever is to blame for the 
deadlock, it will be s scandal it the im- 
provement is not effected before our 
guests come from all parts of the world

Sin,—No one who has frequent 
occasion to drive through the Nanking 
Road can fail to note the grave danger 
to which pedestrians eqully with others 
whether ricsha, carriage or motor driven, 
fare constantly exposed. My personal

The huge 
stream of traffic which can be witnessed 
foor times s day at any point 
from the Band to the Race Course 
is controlled not by foreign trained 
police as in other great home centres 
where congestion of « similar kind 
exists, but by Indians and natives who 
admittedly do not ase the power they 
posters to handle the foreiga trafic, 
and who aro aleo heavily handicapped 
having to control natives who ap- 
tly cannot reslize the dangers 
which surround them in a thoroughfare 
overcrowded with vehicles, the most 
mdera travelling at a speed beyond the 
local countryman's conception. I quote 
from a report made by Colonel Brace:

A CHINESE FACTORY 
IN FRANCE. 


The most up-to-date factory in 
France, and perbaps intEurope, bas, 
states 8 Paris correspondent, just been 
established hereby a Chinese, and all 
ite employees are young Chinese. The 
factory aims at notbiog less than the 
production of semi-artificial food, some- 
thing like the famous nutritive pills of 
the late Professor Berthelot. The 
factory ie established on = very solid 
ancial basis, too, with a capital of 
£80,000, all subscribed by ‘binese 
imbued with modern ideas, All the 
machinery is of Chinese invention and 
mannfacture, and the raw material for 
the foodstuffs of the coming willenniom 
is imported from Chins. Thus the sons 
of Confacias, when they come to 
Enrope, intend to give os a real 
awakening. 

‘The factory bas been founded by a 
young Chinese,Li Yo Ying, thirty years 
of oge, who is an expert chemist, en- 
giveer, scientific sgricaltarist, and a

for stadent at the Pasteur Institnte. 
He is the son of « former Minister of 
States at Peking and came to France 
in 1901. After spendiog some time at 
the Agricaltaral Institate at Chesnoy, 
near Montargis, he entered the Pasteor 
Institate at Parie. Here be studied 
jotary subjects from a vegetarian 
point of view, and developed © number 
of formalms for improved and concen- 
trated foodstaffs, for the production of 
ch he conceived the idea of establish 
ing a factory near Paris. Two yoars 
go he went to China to secare the 
necessary capital, and at once obtained a 
sam of £80,000, half of which was sub- 
seribed by men in Government circles. 
‘A company was formed according to 
Chinese laws, with headquarters at 

and Li Ya-ying then retarned 
to France to purchase the ground and 
establish the factory at Les Valléoe, 
near Paris. It covers a vast ares, and 
the machinery, ae it arrived from China, 
was rapidly put in place. Special work- 
men, twenty-four in number, all native 
Chinese, were brought over, and are 
‘now employed at the factory. The pro- 
duots are extracted principally from the 
famous Soya beans, and 
‘mentary subst 
toanding. We are told that they in- 
clade milk, cheese, caffeine, oil, jellies, 
floar, bread, biscuits, cakes, sauces, and 
a variety of vegetables.

About 1 a.m. on the 27th ultimo a fire 
broke out in the upper storey of a carpen- 
ter'sshop, No.121 Peking Road, and the 
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“Jafternoon the coolie corps were ef 


contents being of a very inflammable 
natore, the flames quickly spread to 
the adjoining premises, Nos. 119, 120, 
122 snd 123. The Brigade was soon 
im attendance and several streams of 
water were poured on to the burning 
buildings, with the result that the fire 
was extinguished in lees than an hour. 
The upper portions of the shops 
mentioned were completely destroyed, 
and the contents of the lower storeys 
‘were damaged by water. 

At 2.35 a.m. the Brigade were called 
to another ontbreak of fire, which was of 
ore serious nature, ‘It originated 
in the shops Nos. 1862 and 1863 
Sinza Road and it spread with such 
astonishing rapidity that before the 
flames had been finally subdned eleven 
houses bad been destroyed. When the 
Brigade arrived on the scene the fire 
bad got a firm bold, and so readily did 
the buildings lead themselves to the 
flames, that despite the efforts of the men, 
houses at the rear of Sinza Road were 
also ina blaze. Quite a large number 
of streams were brought to bear and 
these were directed on to the fire from 
‘every coign of vantage. For two hours 
the Brigade worked unceasingly and in 
the interim the sky was lighted with 
fierce flames and the neighbourhood for 
8 considerable distance was enveloped 
in smoke, When the smoke had 
cleared away, and the last burst of 
flame bad been extinguished, it was 
seen that the whole of
